OSTON, Mass., Aug. 12.

During the carriage ride the President was 
the recipient 2 expressions of good 
willand respect m the crowds along the 
way. The at parade was passing on its 
way with al} possible dispatch on Common- 
wealth avenue, departments moving on 
parallel streets until opposite their places and 
then comimg into position through side 
streets. The Common and streets adjacent 
thereto were black with marching hosts. wulle 
many thousands of apéctators witnessed the 
maneuvers from the public garden and every 
other spot in the selghborhood where space 
could be procured. 

At least an hour before the parade was to 
startthe windows and balconies of houses 
along the line of march and rows of seats, 
which had been erected on every available 
space, were filled by expectant multitudes. 
Immense truck wagons with seats arranged 
in tiers upon them were backed up 
at the juaction of all streets 

seats sold at high prices at all 
places. The sidewalks, particularly on Wash- 
ington street, from Chester Park two miles 
down to Adams Square, contained a surging 
mass of bumanity. Tlie vast crowds would 
have been an inspiring sight in the absence of 
the more imposing one furnished by 
the marching hosts. There was 
unexpected delay in the formation of 
the column, owihg to the lateness of the 
arrival of delegations from suburban piaces, 
and the difficulty of massing so large a force 
in such narrow quarters, ‘There seemed to be 
considerable confusion on the common, 
where departments aud posts were scattered 
about in profusion, bands and drum 
corps Playing and spectators run- 
ning hither and thither.

| THE FARMERS MEET, 


THE TILLERS OF THE SOL IN CONVENTION 
AT SEDALIA- 


A Large and Representative Gathering of 
the Members ef the Alliance—Farmer 
Hickman, the Democratic Neminee for 
Railroad Commisgiener, Delivers a 
Stirring Address—His Recommendations 
to the Alliance—The Purposes of the 
Convention, 


SEDALIA, Mo., Aug. 12.—The Farmers’ and 
Laborers’ Convention or as some cali it, the 
Farmers’ Allianceand Industrial Union met 
here this morning withan immense attend- 
ance, delegates from all over the State being 
present. The Executive Board, consisting of 
Tnomas Day, Chairman; N. J. Wolard, Secre- 
tary, and D. F. Eskew, held a secret 
meeting yesterday and the doings of 
the board will not be wade 
known until to-morrow but were told 
to the delegates this morning. The conven- 
tion was called to order in the court-house at 
10 o’clock this morning and effected a tem- 
porary organization, The doings of this con- 
vention is watched with a great deal of anz! 
ety by the politicians, and @ disruption is 
looked for. The Farmers’ Alliance of Mis- 
souri became a part of the National Farmers’ 
and Laborers’ Union in St. Louis last Decem- 
ber, when the Farmers’ Alliance of the 
Nortawest went into the national body on con- 
dition the word ‘‘alliance’’ would be retained. 
The name of the body was then changed to 
the Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union. 
A certain portion of the Farmers’ Wheel and 
Farmers’ Alliance of Missouri held that such 
action was not proper and unautbor- 
ized. This controversy caused * 
great deal of fecling in the 


Alliance, and as a result the factions are very 
bitter. One faction is led by il Chew, 
editor of the Journal of Agriculture of St. 
Louis, who is here pulling the wires, and the 
other is led by Farmer . 
Hickman, candidate for Railroad Com 
missioner on the Democratic ticket. 
The question before the convention to-day to 
be settled is whether the action of the dele- 
gates in St. Louis last December, in joining 
the pational body and changing the 
was authorized, and a bitter 
is expected to be made, 
the Chew faction holding itis not a member 
of the Nationa! Alliance and that the Missouri 
State Alliance is free and independent. The 
Chew faction, it is claimed, has an idea it 
will be more powerful in politics if inde- 
pendent of the National body whilethe other 
faetion think the reverse. After a temporary 
organ ization bad been effected Farmer Hick- 
man, the President, was introduced. 
HICKMAN’S ADDRESS. 

He spoke as follows: 

„This is certainly an auspicious time; this 
being the first meeting of the consolidated 
Union in Missouri, an organization that to- 
day stands without a rival in its influence for 
good in the State of Missouri, not to 

and laborers only that you 
but to every legitimate in- 
terest of a free and independent 
government, and upon the perpetu- 
ity of its principles and their influence 
upon our people depend the prosperity and 
liberty of all classes and the durability of our 
nation; an organization whose principles are 
founded upon equity and justice to all classes 
and whose cardinal principles inspire peace 
on earth and good will to all mankind; an or- 
ganization whose rise and progress is with- 
out a parallel inthe United States, and 
which is destined, in no distant day, 
to embrace the world in its agricultural 
influence 
will be teit for good throughout this broad 
land, againstthe power and 6ncroachments 
of rings, trusts and soulless combinations 
which are absorbing ail the profits of the la- 
borerand thereby paralyzing all the indus- 
tries of the country. 

The growth of the order in the State dur- 
ing the year has been satisfactory. We stand 
to-day inthe front rank as to sub-unions as 
well as to membership. We bave in the 
State subordinate uuons and county unions. 
Iam unable to tell you how many co-opera- 
tive stores, mills and other enterprises we 
havein the State, gotten up by the order in 
the State forthe mutual good of the brother- 
hood; but will say there are many in the State 
that are conducted to the great interest of the 
order—so muchso thatit has aroused the 
hospitality of the greedy and avaricious truste, 
rings and monopolistic combinations to such 
an extent that great and persistent efforts are 
being put forth by them to thwart us in our 
noble work of reform orto correct the evils 
that confront us and threaten the destruction 
of the Industrial classes.’’ 

He then called attention to what he consid- 
ered defects in the constitution, and sug- 
gested the changes which he®%hought would 
be improvements. He said he thought it 
would be wiser to make the President, and 
not the State Lecturer, the controlling power. 
He also recommended that there be five mem 
bers of the Executive Committee instead of 
three. Continuing, he said: 

NOT ENOUGH MONEY. 

*‘*Brethren, the monopolization of finances 
has been, and now is, the fountain from which 
all monopolies flow, rings, trusts and oppres- 
sive orgations draw their strength, support 
and power. 

Money is sinking to an insufficient volume 
to do the legitimate business of the country; 
as money rises in value the products of the 
farm sbrinkin value, and the resultis that 
mortgages cover the homes of our people 
and bankrupt those who are forced 
to borrow, and paralyze our industries, and 
produce hard times and great privation 
among the people. It is impossible to have 
an adjustment of capital and labor, 80 long as 
money is contracted below that which is ade- 


represent, 


quate to the demand of commerce; hence, if 


we would correct the abuse and powers that 
are now prostrating our industries, lift the 
mortgages from the homes of our people, re- 
store peace and prosperity to our paralyzed 
and almost ruined agriculturists and 
laboring people, we must havea circulating 
medium iu a sufficient volume to do the dust 
nese of the country on a cash basis. 1 would 
recommend that you memorialize Congress to 
give the people a volume of currency that 
will meet the demands of our growing popu- 
lation, that will conform to the interest of the 
wants of the people as well as the speculutor 
and usurer, that the coinage ot silver be as 
free as gold, and with equal value in the pay- 
ment of all debts, both public and private, no 
exception to be made.

BUTCHERS’ LICENSES. 


Vaying Any License at All. 
Tho butehersin Union’ Market are dissatis- 
fied with the way the license plan is carried 
out. They were not represented at yester- 


day's meeting In Central Turner Hall, as they 


were not notified of any meeting, but they 
are in sympathy with the idea of having 


no license. They say that the Butchers’ Union 
started the license plan for the purpose of 
freezing out small shops where grocers soid 
meats along with their groceries. The dressed 
meat houses would sell any amount of meat 
from $5 up to these grocers and they could 
sell small quantities without benefit to 
themselves, but to the detriment of the 
regular butchers. The union endeavored to 
have the license put at $300, so as to freeze 
out these small places, but the $60 license 
being decided on, it only placed them under 
so much addition expense without 
the expected benefit. Now they 
desire to have no leense to pay. 
Numerous pians for beating the wily collector 
are said to be resortec to by the stall-Keepers. 
A favorite one is described as follows: . The 
license is for selling fresh beef and in 
the warm weather the stall-keepers 
sell only salt and cured meats, 
Digs’ feet and what is described as 
‘‘off-haul;’’ small cuts, chops, steaks, etc.

meat and asks for no license money. In the 
winter they sell fresh meats and it the collec- 
tor comes around they put him off until warm 
weather. When the warm weather comes 
around again they have no freah meat and the 
collector gets no license money. 

„»The only benefit which we derive is from 
the fact that our wagon license is included in 
our meat license. The wagon licenseamounts 
to $8,’’ sald one of the butchers; ‘‘but the 
most of us don’t run any wagons.’’

Despite the assertion of the Central Railroad 
that this morning they would move freight 
and have twenty engines at work bere raising 
the blockade, not an ounce of blockaded 
freight had been moved up to noon, and no 
attempt was made to move any. The two 
trains which came up from New York yester- 
day are both stalled upon the other side of the 
river, and not a freigiit engine has yet showed 
up.

At the headquarters of the strikers the 
United Press correspondent was shown tele- 
grams from points ail along-the line saying 
the strikers were firmer and stronger than 
ever, gaining many new men to their ranks. 
It is understood this morning that the fremen 
are to go out just as soon as the road attempts 
to Dreak the blockade of freight. Then the 
engineers will refuse to go out with non- 
union men and a general shut-down will re- 
sult. The statement is made in this 
city to-day that Mr. Webb will turn the mat- 
ter Over to Mr. Toucey, and that on account 
of the latter’s popularity with the men an 
amicable settlement will be made.

This 
is not the case, however, as another was 
added to the long list of self-murderers yes- 
terday, the suicide jumping overthe barriers 
and hurling himself headlong into the stream.

Crry OF MEXICO, Aug. 12.—A telegram of 
inquiry was sent to Guatemaia on receipt of 
the report that Barillas had fied. The an- 
swer was: 

„Jam bere. LISANDRO BARILLAS.’’ 

It is said that President Diaz has ordered 
that Gen. Barrundia, Col. Garflas and their 
followers be arrested if they attempt to enter 
Guatemala. They left Tapichula several days 
ago for that purpose. 


The Sheoting of Sobral. 


New Yoru, Aug. 12.—The Herald saye: Pri- 
vate cable dispatches have been received in 
thie city by friends of Enrique Martinez 
Sobral, late Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
Guatemala under President Barillas, telling 
of the untimely fate that has befallen him. 
These friends of Sobral reportthatthe Minis- 
ter, upon being discovered in alleged treach- 
ery toward Barillas, was burried off to prison 
and condemned without trial to be shot. This 
coming to the ears of the Spanish Minister 
resident in Guatemala, he interceded with 
Barillas, who agreed to spare Sobral’s 
life, but at ond convened a court martial, 
This latter body, soitis asserted by friends 
of Sobral, was entirely composed of men 
biased against Sobral, and these condemned 
him to be shot. Sobral was returned to the 
penitentiary and piaced in golitary confine- 
ment to await the President’s pleasure. It is 
said that just prior to his departure for 
Quezaltenago, President Barillas ordered some 
of his soldiers to conduct Sobral to the yaults 
of the penitentiary and there had him shot. 


Ezeta’s Proclamaticn. 


San SALVADOR, Via La Bibertad, Aug. 12.— 
Provisional President Egeta has issued a 
prociamation to the Salvadoran troops on the 
frontiers of Guatemala and on Gautemalan 
territory, ordering them to maintain their 
present positions and nottoact on the ag- 
gressive toward the Guatemalan troops un- 
less attacked by the latter. Should the 
Guatemalan troops open hostilities toward 
those of Salvador, the latter are to push their 
way to the Guatemalan capital. Ezeta has sent 
fresh supplies and clothing to the troops on 
the battle-fleid, and large voluntary subecrip- 
tions of money have been poured into the 
Salvador Treasury. Only tor the presence of 
a few more soldiers than are ordinarily seen 
in that country it has resumed its wonted 
aspect, Preparations on a great scale are 
being made here for the reception of the 
United States Minister, to take place as soon 
as the United States Government shall have 
recognized Ezeta’s provisional rule. The lat - 
ter step on the part of the United States is 
momentarily expected by all well informed 
people here.

THE MERCRANTS’ EXCHANGE. ~ 


The Advantages Obtained by Brekers Own- 
ing Private Wires Leads te a Protest—An 
Attempt to Cut Off Bucketshop Queta- 
tions—Indifference of the Parties Con- 
cerned—P)ans fer the Fature. 


HE resolution adopted 
yesterday - by the 
Board of Directors of 
the Merchants’ Ex- 
change ordering all 
private wires to be re- 
moved from the Ex- 
change floor by Sep- 
tember 1, gave rise to 
no little discussion . 
among the commils- 
sion merchants and 
pit traders, and was 
generally opposed. 
Tor some time past 
there has deen a gen- 
eral feeling of dissat- 
faction in reference to 
the private wire firms, 
as they are called.

JOHN HENRY NEWMAN. 


Death ef the Celebrated Cathelic Church- 
mae After a Short Lilness. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—Cardimal Newman was 
attacked with a severe chill last Saturday. 
On Sunday he passed into a comatose cond!i- 
tion and died yesterday. During the greater 
part of yesterday the Cardinal lay in a semi- 
conscious state, frequently falling into a doze. 
About an hour before the end the Cardinal 
asked to see Father Neville, bis secretary, 
whose hand he grasped as he smiled and mur- 
mured: ‘‘I hear the music of Heaven; all is 
sunshine.’’ Several priests and ethers at

the bedside were moved to tears at the 
scene. The body of the Cardinal will 
lie in state in the oratory of St. Philip Neri 
at Edge Barton until the funeral which will 
take piace on Tuesday next. He preached 
his last sermorm on January 1. All of the 
morning papers print eulog!stic notices of the 
dead Cardinal. The Post says thata great 
many persons whodid not sympathize with 
his teachings will feel the poorer that he is 
dead. The Chronicle says that Englishmen will 
probably unite in demanding that he be buried 
in Westminster Abbey. The Times devotes 
seven columa~s to his life and career, bestow- 
ing upon him the highest praise. Though he 
is gone, the Times says, the saint and poet 
that were in him survive. The Standard says 
no English churchman doubts that he will 
will have a glorious reward. 


His Eminence Jonn Henry Newman, Cardi- 
bal Deacon of the Roman Church, elder 
brother of Francis Wilifam Newmans, was 
born in London in 1801 and educated at Ealing 
School, whence he proceeded to Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he graduated A. B. in 
1820, takine classical honors, and was élected 
Fellow of Oriel College. In 1825 he became 
Vice-Principal of St. Alban’s Hall, then under 
Dr.Whateley, and in 1826 tutor of the college, 
which post he beld until 1831. In 1828 de 
accepted the incumbency of 8t. Mary's Ox- 
ford,fwith the outiying Chaplaincyfof Little- 
more. In 1842 be quitted Oxford and es- 
tablished at Littlemore an ascetic community 
on a medieval model and over this be presided 
for three years. He held St. Mary's from 1826 
to 1843, where by his preaching he gained such 
iufluence over the younger members ofthe 
university that ne became, in conjunction 
with Mr. Pusey the recognized ieader 
of the High Chureh party. fie took 
* leading part in the publication 
ot Ihe Tracts of the Times, to which he 
contributed the final one, No. 90, which was 
most severely censured by the University au- 
thorities as practically annulling the broad 
lines of demarcation between the English and 
the Roman Church. 

In 1845 he seceded from the Established 
Church and received Roman Catholic com- 
munion aud was, after Deing ordained priest, 
appointed head of the oratory of St. Philip 
Neri at Birmingham. In 1854 he 
was appointed rector of the 
newly feunded Uatholic university of Dublin, 
but resigned the postin 1858 and established a 
scheol for the sons of Roman Catholic gentry 
at Edgbaston near Birmingham. He was 
elected honorary Fellow of Trinity College, 
Oxford, in 1877, 

Father Newman was ereated and proclaimed 
a cardinal deacon by Pope Leo XIII. in 1879. 

His works are: Lectures on Romeanism and 
Popular Protestantism,.’’ Letters to J. 
Faussett on Certain Points of Faith, Paro-

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THE WRETCHED INMATES or Tif 14 EAR 
TSO AT TRACADI£, NEW BRUNSWICK. : 


A Visit to the Hospital for the Treatment 
and Care of Victims of the Awful Blight, 
Lepresy—Noble Sisters Who Care for the 
Poor Wretches—Statement of Dr. Smith, 


New Yorn, Aug. 12.—The Heraid’s special 
from Tracadie, New Brunswick, says: One 
has not to go to far Molokai! to witness that 
awful blight of the flesh, leprosy. Here in 
this out of the way spot of New Brunswick, 
on the shores of the great ocean, are sights to 
make the soul sick. Here are literaliy im- 
mured a score or more of wretches tnuched 
with a foulness which, for no fault of their 
own, excludes them forever from the world. 
It is true they are treated with more consid- 
eration than the lepers of scriptural times, 
who dweit in the open sepulchers about Jeru- 
salem, subsisting on the fragments that acci- 
dental charity dropped on the ground in the 
wilderness! Nor is heard from them that ter- 
rible cry of a lost soul iu the tean hell, 
‘*Unciean! unciean!’’ No, the lot of these un- 
fortunates is made as endurable as the ghastly 
malady of which they are the victims will 
permit. The Dominion Goyernment has 
erected a commodious bospital onthe banks 
of the Tracadie River overlooking the gulf 
into which the slender streamiet falis. It 
would be difficult to find anywhere a lovelier 
combination of streamlet and hill than this. 
Would that one could forget the hopeless fate 
ef these fellows. But alas! they are 
„„the world forgetting, by the world 
forgot.’’ All that makes life worth 
enduring has been withdrawn from 
them. Né@vertheless, it ls pleasant to know 
that their lot is more endurable than it was 
yearsago. When the Lazeretto was estab- 
lished about forty-five vears ago, the poor 
creatures were lassoed like beasts, drawn by 
ropes and beaten with long poles to force 
them toward the Lazeretto. No one would 
touchthem. They were torn from the bosom 
of their families, although in many cases they 
were the sole support of wife and children. 
The cottages which then constituted the hos- 
pRal were filthy and uncared for. Males 
and females were cast togetherand the con- 
tamination of immorality was 

ADDED TO THE OTHER HORRORS. 

Their food was laid down on the ground, to 
be eaten where and when they chose. To the 
people in the surrounding country the name 
‘*Lazeretto’’ was clothed with all the borrors 
ofGhenna. Little wonder, then, that when a 
member ofa family was attacked with the 
loathsome disease his relatives took every 
precaution to conceal his condition. It may 
well be supposed that this secrecy tended to 
spread the disease. The condition of the 
Lazeretto at length becamea public scandal; 
so much so that in 1868 it reached the ears of 
Sister St. John (Miss Viger) of the Hotel 
Dieu, Montreal. She volunteered to go and 


care for these poor outcasts. Other volun- 
teers were asked forandevery sister in the 
house tendered their services. Seven were 
chosen, carefully instracted inthe treatment 
efieprosy and they started a mission com- 
pared with which the task of cleaning tte 
Augean stabies was alight one. They found 
the Lazeretto a veritable abode of the damned. 
But the aisters cheerfully set to work and ina 
few years everything was transformed. The 
provincial Government of New Brunswick, 
glad to have the scandal removed, provided 
all W funds for meeting the expenses 
of the netitution. From being a 
loathsome charnel house it was 
tranformed into a home. ‘the inmates and 
the house iteelfare kept scrupulously clean. 
Hired attendanta do all the manual work. The 
inmates have no tasks imposed on them. 
Their path to death is smoothed and relieved 
Of cares. They have asmall farm with which 
they may do what they cheose. They bave 
boats in which they may fish and idie away 
the summer days. As to the origin of the dis- 
ease, some find it ju the deterioration caused 
by generations of intermarriages. The Coun- 
ty of Gloucester, which is the seat of the dis- 
ease is settled by COanmadian-French. ‘Tne iit-

until nearly everybody wasrelated to every- 
body else. Onestory is that forty years ago 
a bark from the coast of Syria was wrecked in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, just off the shores 
of Gioucester County. The rescued sailors 
stayed for some considerable time with the 
Canadians, and from them the latter con- 
tracted the first case of leprosy. Another 
version has it that a stranger hafling from 
Quebec was afflicted with the horror and 
lelt tas a legacy to his entertainers, while 
still another story is that the disease was con- 
tracted through some of the people eating 
putrid fish. The disease is called 
leprosy, although it is probable 
that it is in many respects different from the 
leprosy which whitened the skin and rotted 
the bones of the Hebrews of old. But this is 
undoubtedly a malady of the same nature. It 
has been called by medical men Greek ele- 
phantiasis. A recent authority thus describes 
its symptome: 

he fret indication of the disease is the 
appearance of tiny tubercies on the skin; and 
especially on the face. These increase from 
the size of a pin-bhead to that of a hazel-nut. 
The nose and lips become thickened and 
swollen, so that the mouth is distorted aud 
the features unrecoguizabie. The eyes droop, 
and eyelashes and eyebrows and sometimes 
the hair drops out, After a time the tubercles 
break, ulcerate and discharge, the disease 
even attacking the cartilage and bone, and 
plece by piece joints and flesh fall off until 
death gives the sufferer freedom from his hor.- 
ribie disease.’’ 

The average duration of the disease from 
the time the first symptoms are discovered 
until death ensues is about ten or twelve 
years. 

DR. SMITH’S VIEWS. 

The Lazeretto was taken in charge by the 
Dominion Government in 1880, and Dr. Smith 
was placed in charge. Who keeps a sharp look- 
out for infected persons. In a conversation 
had with the doctor, he said: ‘‘l am not yet 
satisfied that the disease is incurable. I dis- 
charged one man from the hospital seme 
years ago and he has bad no returm of the 
symptoms. Last year I discharged a girl 
who had been admitted to the 
Lazeretto ust as 800 a8 the first 
symptoms of infection developed themselves. 
Still, though these two are free from the 
malady, I do not regard the cases as per- 
Inanentiy cured aud I still hold them under 
close surveillance. The disease has been 
dying out in Tracadie, its original seat, but 
out of the five new cases which were taken in 
last year, one was from Cape Breton and four 
from parishes whieh adjoin Tracadie, I have 
traced anew focus to the disease, situated 
between Shippegan and Caraquet, and from 
this center 1 have traced it to the other set- 
tlements. 6 

The act which gives the doctor authority to 
er patients does not apply tothe new 
hot beds of the disease, but be feels that as 
soon ag he possesses that power he will 
able to stamp it out entirely.

A WABASA RUMOR. 


The Canadian Pacific Said to Have Secured 
a Controlling Interest—Railroad Notes, 


There Is no vonfirmation this morning of the 
report that the Canadian Pacific has secured 
a controlling interest in Wabash Railroad 
bonds and preferred stock. The report came 
from Indianapolis, where it was evidently 
credited, and it was even announced that at 
the next election of directors the Canadian 
Pacific people would use their strength and 


secure majority. The general menaget 
of the Wabash is out of town, as are also 
Other officials. The gentlemen in temporary 
charge of the various offices are inclined to 
discredit the story. They have heard nothing 
definite on the matter, and scarcely think it 
pogsible thatthe situation is as stated.

Candueters Discharged. 


Every passenger conductor on the Louis- 
ville, St. Louls & Texas road has been dis- 
charged. The order went out for no quar- 
ter, and it was implicitly obeyed, not a 


conductor escaping. Among the men thus 
taken from the pay-roll are many veteran 
conductors whe bave run on other roads and 
Dave records for ability and sobriety. The 
places of the discharged men have been filled 
by promoting freight conductors. There is 
much speculation as to the cause of this — 9 
Is is net known definitely whether the freight 
conductors are working at lower wages than 
the men whose places they have taken, but it 
is not generally believed thet economy was 
the motive for the change. No explanation 
has, however, been made by the,oflicials of 
the line, and the men laid off feel very sore. 
They indignantly deny that there have been 
any irregularities or that they have not been 
doing their work ln a satisfactory manner. 


THE MARION BRIOTEEBS, 


The Three Negrees Taken to Mississippi for 
Murder to Arrive Hume To-Night. 


This evening there will arrive in St. Louis 
four young negroes who bave had a decidedly 
eventful experience in the South. These men 
are known in this city as John Wright, Albert 
O. Wright, Robert Wright and William VII- 
liams. Their true names, however, are Alien 
Brown, Burrell Brown, Elias Brown and Sam- 
uel Gillespie. The circumstances which com- 


pelled them to conceal their identity are inter- 
esting, to say the least. 

In November, 1884, occurred the presiden- 
tial election. There had been some trouble 
between the whites and Diacks at Marion, 
Miss., and rumors ofan outbreak at the polls 
were current for weeks before the election 
took place. On the afternoon ofthe election 
a riot took piace between the whites and 
blacks in which several ofthe whites were 
killed. Thefour negroes who took the most 
prominent parts in the outbreak were the 
three Brown brothers and Gillespie, all of 
whom took to the woods and escaped. 
The riot was the direct cause of a Congres- 
sional investigation, the report of which was 
decidedly against the whites who participated 
in the treuble. The negro fugitives could not 
be apprehended so well had they cevered up 
their tracks ln their hurried flight. 

Last fall two Carondelet police officers had 
trouble with a number of young colored boys 
who persisted in loafing on the street cor- 
ners. Among these boys 
man named Frank Wright, whe, when 
pursued by the police, took refuge 
in the house of his brother John. . The officers 
wenttothe house and were refused admit- 
tance. A bot fight took place, revolvers, 
knives and clubs being used with good effect. 
Two of the negroes were snot while an officer 
was badly cuton the head. Later a young 
colored woman, who wasin the house at the 
time of the fight, died in childbirth, presum- 
ably from the effects of her fright. In lookin 
up the records ofthe eolored men who ba 
taken part in the trouble, the police were 
astonished to find that the Wright brothers 
were none other thas the Brown boys, who 
were wanted in Mississippi fer complicity in 
the Marion riot. Gillespie was fouad livin 
near by underthe name of Williams. Alio 
the men were taken into custody and held to 
anwalt the arrival of the Mississippi authori- 
ties who were notified of the arrests, 

Two weeks later the prisoners were sent 
South. They were in charge of a couple of dep- 
uty sheriffs who promised them protection. 
So bitter was the feeling against the colored 
men, however, thatthe coach in which they 
were confined was twice fred upon by armed 
parties pear the scene of the riot. They were 
safely landed in jail, however, at the county 
dent, and were so closely guarced that lyncn- 
ing parties, which had been organized, never 
made bold to attack the place. 

A month ago Allen Brown went to trial on 
the charge of murder in the first degree. 
Gov. Charies P, Johnson and the 
colored attorney, Albert Burgess of this city, 
were engaged by the prisoners. A Mississippi 
attorney was also retained. Brown was found 

ilty by the jury and sentenced to be hanged. 
Fhe case was carried direct to the Supreme 
Court of the State, however, and reversed on 
the insufficiency of the evidence. The Prose- 
cuting Attorney then entered a nollie prosequi 
in each of the actions for murder, but de- 
cided to hoid the prisoners to the Grand-jury 
on the charge of inciting a riot. A nominai 
bond in the sum of $500 for each was furnished. 
The prisoners were then released, and will 
return at once to their homes in this city.

HUCKSTERS IN TROUBLE.

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FORTY-TWO CHARGES OF USING Un- 
STAMPED WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


The Defendants Let Off on Payment of Costs 
and the Expense of Stamping—The In- 
spectors of Weights Kept Hard at Work 
for Several Hoeurs—Some Very Light 
Weights. a 


EVERAL days ago a 
number of com- 
piaintse were made 
by South St, Louis 
citizens at the office 
of the Inspector of 
Weights and Meas- 
ures to the effect 
that certain huck- 
sters and dairymen 
were carrying un- 
stamped measures, 
which it was alleged 
were in many cases 

used to defraud customers by giving them 
smaller quantities than they were supposed 
to be purchasing. These complaints were in 
part investigated by several deputy inspectors 
who found the statements to be substantially 
correct. Chief Harrigan was notified of the 
result of the investigation. Yesterday morno- 
ing he issued an order to patroimen 
allover the city commanding them to exam- 
ine the measures found in milk and huekster 
wagons which operated on their beats; to con- 
fiscate all such measures found unstamped 
aud to send the owners of such measures into 
the Police Court for the violation of a city 
ordinance, 
FORTY-TWO OFFENDERS. 

As a result of this action the docket of the 
First District Police Court this morning 
showed the names of forty-two defendants in 
actions for the violation ofsec. 1765 relating 
to the stamping of measures. These defend- 
ants answered to the names of Bernard 
Woeken, Joseph Sutter, Abel Davis, 
Ambrose Zurfluch, Gerhard Messel 
man, Wm. Picis, Andrew Engor, 
Andrew Rook, John Kohne, Jonas Kohne, 
John N. Mittlie, Frits Gehner, Herman 
Herckman, George Korte, Barney Wessels, 
Wm.

As s00n as court opened City Attorney Butler 
announced thatthe defendants had agreed to 
pay the costs in the cases provided no further 
prosecution would be made. Judge Cady, 
however, insisted that every one of the 
measures confiscated by the police 
must be stamped at the owner’s expense 
before being returned to him. The forty-two 
defendants then paid each §3.50 into Deputy 
Marshal Schroeder’s hands and in charge of 
a Deputy Inspector proceeded to the City 
Hall, where the measures were stamped. The 
prosecutions under this ordinance will be 
continued until every vender in the city has 
complied with the law.

The Theery That Some Very High Ones Are 
ef Recent Origin. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

At one time there can be little doubt that 
the colossal system ofancient peaks running 
right across the Western Continent from Nova 
Scotia and Labrador to the Missouri River 
must have equaled in magnitude the Hima- 
layas, the Andes orthe Rocky Mountains. 
Itforms the first rough sketch and axis of 
America. But it belongs to a period 


even earlier than the primary rocks of ord- 
nary British geology—a period inconceivably 
and incaiculably remote—it bas been exposed 
for count less centuries to the wearing effect 
of rain, frost, snow and rivers. In many 
places, therefore, the Laurentian rauge is re- 
duced to a mere low plain of very solid gneiss, 
much scratched in strange hieroglyphics by 
the vast glaciers of the great iceage, and 
sometimes even hollowed out inte beds of 
lakes or traversed bythe basins ef existing 
streams. 

Many parte of it, occupied by great shects 
of water, actually, fell below sea level. Yes, 
even to this day, in ite dishonored age, the 
Laurentian country, however flat, preserves 
certain vague mountain characteristics in the 
bareness of its rocks, the picturesque detail of 
ites sparse pine-clad siopes and the number 
and beauty ot its wild torrent cataracts. You 
feel instinctively you are in a mountain coun- 
try, though you stand in the midstof a great 
unvaried plain. {The Laurentian region is like 
Scotiand, pressed fiat, or like the Dolomites 
or Auvergne, with the wrinkles ironed out of 
them. It has nothing in common with the 
great plains which have always been plains, 
and nothing more—alluvial silt of river deltas 
—like Holland, Lombardy, or the flat center 
of Russia. 

As the oldest mountains are thus most worn 
out, so, conversely, the highest chains are 
those of most geologically recent origin—the 
nouveaux riches, as it were, among the oro- 
graphical aristocracy. From time to time 
the earth makes itself a new coat; but, before 
long, as with other gar ments, the nap gets 
worn off, the elbows crack and the seams be- 
come threadbare. AW the higher ranges now 
known on earth are demonstrably not earlier 
in origin than the tertiary times. Compareg 
with venerabie pensioners like Moant Sorrel 
or the Thousand § Isiands of the St. 
Lawrence Basin, the Alps and the Andes 
are but things of yesterday. Auvergne 
well may look down upon tbe Pyrenees. The 
tops of some of the highest Swiss Mountains 
consist of miocene rocks; in other words, as 
late asthe miocene period, the year before 
last of the geological chronologist, the area 
occupied by the rearing crags of the Jungfrau 
andthe Matterhorn siumbered at peace be- 
neath a deep sea and received there the muddy 
or sandy deposits which now figure as rocks 
on the jagged Alpine summits. The upheaval 
of the Alpine axis was a very recent event. 


THE SENSE OF SMELL. 


Reason te Believe Ite Keenness in Man Is 
Being Lost by Disuse. 


Smell is the most acute by far of the five 
human senses, according to the Pitteburg Dis- 
patch. Take an ounce of musk—wmost power- 
ful of scents—and leave it where the atmos- 
phere is still, open om atabie, for a year. At 
the end of thattime, having for full twelve 
months rendered odorous the whole air in its 
neighborhood, the most delicate scales can- 


not detect that it has lost a particle in weight. 

Yet the smell bas been Infinitely distributed, 
microscopic portions ef the musk floating off 
and exolting impreasions upon the nerve 
pap ili@ under the delicate lining of the nasal 
passages, for this is what smell means. The 
sense has grown almost rudimentary in human 
beings, through wantof necessity for ite use 
under olvilized conditions; but it is highly 
probable that the cave men had it quite as 
well developed as the sharpest-nosed beasts. 


A Curious French Case.

A rather curious affair will, itis expected, 
shortly be Drought under the notice of the 
Paris law courts.

A 
short time ago a letter was brought to him, 
the writer of which was no less « 
personage than Monsieur le Maire 
of the locality who, to his surprise, informed 
him that the sald hbawthorm trees were 
the bane of the commune. According to 
the mayor, so deleterious were the attributes 
of the peculiar variety of hawthorn that 
adorned the gentieman’s grounds that the 
whole country side was, and had been for a 
long time past, suffering from their influence.

Therefore the worthy 
Mayor, being for some reason fully persuaded 
that the hawthorns were to blame, took the 
advice of the local council,the result being an 
ultimatum thatthe gentieman must forthwith 
destroy these disastrous trees,or if he refused 
sotodo the garde Champetre wouid be lin- 
structed how to proceed. It need hardly be 
said thatthe owner of the bawthorns means 
neither to destroy Shem nor to allow them to 
be destroyed by order of the Mayor, who is 
determined if theseterrible trees are not cut 
down to bring the matter before the tribunals.

THE COLORED MAN’S CRY AS COLLECTOR 
WENNECKER HEARS IT-

A Colored Cemmittee’s Report Which 
Amused the Cellecteor—His Attempts to 
Satisfy a Demand for Pap—Positiens 
That Cannot Be Filled—Ceolored Man vs. 
White Man— Dee“ Bryant’s Appeint- 
ment—Editer Murray’s Comments. 


Au adjourned meeting of the dissatisfied 
colored politicians was held last night at 
Eleventh and Morgan streets to hear the re- 
port ot the committee appoisted to wait on 
Internal Revenue Collector Wennecker to as-. 
certain why they did not give the colored peo- 
ple more offices. The report was made by C. 
H. Tyler, Geo. Howard and Wm. H. Gibson. 

Collector Wennecker was nota little amused 
this morning reading a copy of the commit- 
tee’s report to the mass mecting.’’ He 
said, when be had read the report quite 
through: There is some truth in it. The 
committee was here yesterday. 1 had a talk 
with it, Itold the committee that I was well 
disposed toward the colored people and had 

intended to appoint one of their race toa 
position in my office, but 1 did not propose to 
do it under any suspicion of compulsion. 
Murray, the editor of the Advance, the colored 
people's paper, bad an application in here 
for a position, and about six weeks ago 
he came in to see me about 
it. During the conversation he said 
that there was no use in my offering him a 
smaller position, that if he took anything 
there must be enough salary attached to sup- 
port his family. He set his figure between $1,500 
and $1,800. Iasked him how a $1,200 position 
would sult and he sald it would 
not do at all. After that I offered the $1,200 
position (it is a clerkship im the office) to 
‘Doe’ George W. Bryant, who is now a 
messenger in the office of the Surveyor of 
the Port at asalary of $800 per year. Bryant 
is a man of education, besides he 
writes a good hand, is A stenogra- 
pher and typewriter, and so would be valu- 
able in my office. I told him l would appoint 
him on Augustl. Murrayin bis paper began 
his attack on me, and a meeting was called to 


denounce me. I then told Bryant that 1 would 
notappoint him nor any other colored man 
under fire. 
I AM THE COLLECTOR 

and I am resvonsibie for the conduct of the 
office. I propose to run it as I think dest and 
will not be dictated to as to the selection of 
my assistants. There are only two positions 
in my office paying $1,800, two casbiers, 
and only one paying more than tbat, 
chief clerk, $2,000. This office collects $8,000, - 
000 per annum, and I 4 1 to have in those 
positions men whom | know intimately aud in 
whom I have implicit confidence. I can’t say 
that I know any negro intimately.’’ 

‘*Will ‘Doc’. Bryant be appointed to the 
$1,200 clerkship?’’ 

Tes, I have decided toappointhim on 
September 1. 

Did you offer to appoint negroes to post- 
tions as storekeepers at salaries from 8 to $3 
perday, as the committee stated in its re- 
port?“ 

„The committee came here with the idea 
that I had 150 appointments to give. Ishowed 
them that was not 80, and 1 alse told them 
that there were from fifteen to twenty 
positions paying $2 per day—no more 
which I had had considerable difficulty In fill- 
ing. Those were store-keepers at distilleries 
in the country. Some of the distilleries are 
thirty or forty miles froma railroad, and the 
only persons living there are the distiller and 
his family. ew men cared to go into such 
positions for the email compensation. The 
committeemen said there were num- 
pers of their race who were 
qualified to hold such positions 
and would aecept appointment. I told them 
that might be so, but none of them had ever 
applied. The compensation is small, but the 
temptation to spend money is wholly absent, 
making the piace worth more than a oity 
place to a man who does not object to the 
lonsliness.’’ 

NOT EQUAL TO WHITE MEN. 

„„The committee quotes you as saying that 
you ‘fuliy know that there is quite a large 
number ef negroes in the city. capable of fill- 
ing any position equal toa white man. 

„never said that, and I do not believe it. 
You don’t, and neither does any otber man 
who knows anytbiag about it. Neither did I 
say, asthe report says I did, that the com- 
mittee ‘had taken a great burden of anxiety 
from my shoulders, I was not anxious 
about the outcome of the fight, and, as I told 
the committee, I did not propose to appoint 
any one of their race under fre, 

do not believe that that body of negroes 
for which the committee was acting ‘is the 
proper source to which to appeal in the se- 
lection of a man to filla clerical or other po- 
sition’ in my office,’ and, while I might con- 
sider the recommendation of their committee 
of five, I willappoint whom I please. Their 
recommendation will by no means be final 
with me. 

„po“ BRYANT SAID 
this morning: ‘‘I haveresigned my position 
in the Surveyor of Custom’s office, and shall 
take a better position in Collecter Wen- 
necker’s office on September 1. I am now 
showing the ropes of my position toa young 
man by the name ot Turner. He is a nephew 
of John McFa@ll’s, Ibelleve. I won my posi- 
tion honestly and fairiy and that 
crowd can’t keep me out of it. This 
movement oftheirs to denounce Collector 
Wennecker don’t amount to anything.

SPOILS FOR THE COLORED MAN. 

The spoils inthe Custom-bouse that have 
fallen to the colored man amount to between 
$22,000 and $30,000 per year. This sum is dis- 
tributed among forty-three individuals. 
The highest salaly paid a col- 
ored man in Federal employ’ in 
St. Louis is $1,400, paid to J. H. Johnson, 
a clerk in the customs department. Hugh R. 
Mallory, leader, or foreman, of the Iilinois 
distribution in the Post-office, receives the 
next highest salary, $1,100. There are seven 
letter carriers receiving $1,000 per year, the 
maximum pay for that service.

Almost without exception the military 
officers of the department are in favor of 
drawing in the garrisons of the smaller posts 
that are about to be abandoned to this city, 
and plans and recommendations have been 
forwarded to Washington, with the object of 
securing this end. 
PAPERS IN THE WAR DEPARTME NT. 
Theodore Sawyer, a clerk in the War De- 
partment, who bas been visiting friends in 
this city for several days, said: I have bad 
a great deal to do with the correspondence 
referring to the breaking up of the two and 
three company posts, and thatin reference 
to what sball be done with the garrisons. 
Inthe Department of the Missouri there are 
no large posts to which the troops can besent, 
and a new fort will have to be 
erected. At Fort Levaenworth the bar- 
racks are fall, and Fort Riley is 
purely a cavalry post and is yearly becoming 
moreand more a camp of instruction. In 
Colorado the order has been issued for the 
abandonment of Forts Crawford and Lewis 
andtwoorthree Kansas posts must soon be 
given up. The abandonment of Little Rock is 
also ordered and the probabilities are that 
within ashort time all the troops in the de- 
partment will be concentrated at five points, 
Fort Leavenworth, Fort Riley, Fort Reno, 
Denver and the new post to be estab- 
lished and whose location has not 
yet been determined upon. Gen. 
Merritt has written several letters, strongly 
recom mending the selection of St. Louis. In 
the Quartermaster-General’s office there are 
also letters stating that the cost of supplying 
the troops would be much less if stationed at 
St. Louis than if located at any point west. 
Maps are on file setting forth the great strat- 
egical advantages of this city. Troops can be 
sent north, south, east or west by several 
lines of railroad, and St. Louis is nearer in 
time to most points at which their 
services might be required than many 
places that are much nearer 
in mileage. Ali posts of the 
Indian Territory, for instance, could be much 
more readily reached from St. Louls than 
from any place west of it, as four or five lines 
could be utilized, and cars could be secured 
without delay. 
PECULIAR POSITION OF sr. Louis. 
“Another reason strongly urged for the loca- 
tion ofa garrison nearthis city Is that all 
other headquarters have posts near them. 
Chicago has Fort Sheridan, Texashas San 
Antonio, Dakota has 5t. Paul, Arizona has 
Santa Fe, the Pacific has the Presidio, the At- 
lant ie has Governor’s Island, the Plate has 
Omaha. and the Missouri alone 
has nothing. Jefferson Barracks cannot be 
counted, as itis a recruiting depot, and, as 
such under the orders of the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, and entirely independent of the Depart- 
ment Commander. There certainly seems no 
good reasou why the important Department 
of the Missouri should be treated In this way. 
Gen. Merritt ts very anxious to have the 
change made as soon as possible. Another 
reason uryed is that by the removal of the re- 
cruiting depot from Jefferson Barracks the 
percentage of desertions willbe very largely 
decreased. 
DISADVANTAGES AS A RECRUITING DEPOT. 
The temptations of a large § clty, 
easily accessible, and in which a de- 
serter can hide without much chance of being 
apprebended, lead to desertions among men 
who are dissatisfied with what they have seen 
of the service, but who, if kept in the army 
for a few months, would be contented, and 
would make excellent soldiers. The tendency 
of young recruits to desert is well known and 
forthis reason the newly enlisted men. are 
confined to David’s Island for three mdnths 
before they are given leave of absence ‘and 
desertions are much diminished by this 
course. A plan that meets with great favor at 
headquarters is to make one of the posts to be 
abandoned a recruiting depot. If the recruits 
are stationed ata place remote from a oity, 
both the temptations and the facilities for 
desertion will be largely diminished. of 
course the division of the matter rests with 
Congress, as it will have to make the neces- 
sary appropriation, but there is no doubt that 
the military authorities will heartily recom. 
mend St. Louls.’’
